Our nurseries in Weston and Hopkinton are well supplied with a 
large variety of plants listed in this catalog.

Listed this year are some new varieties of lilacs, wistarias, azaleas, 
and rhododendrons that we feel will become noteworthy additions 
to our gardens. 

The tremendous demand for plants such as broad-leaved ever- 
greens and ornamental trees, many of which were practically 
unknown twenty-five years ago, has changed the character of the 
nursery business. Spruce, hemlock, pine and arborvitae were the 
backbone of a foundation planting during those years. Today the 
more restrained and permanent plantings of contemporary homes 
allow for a wide selection of ornamental plants. We have been in 
business during this entire transition period and are proud that 
our foresight and efforts to anticipate the demands of plant variety 
have helped to make our country more beautiful. 
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How to Reach Our Nurseries 


HE main office of the Weston Nurseries, Inc., is located in the southern part of Weston just off 
Route 30 (Commonwealth Avenue out of Boston) four miles west of the intersection of Route 
128. After crossing Wellesley Street, continue on Route 30 about 1% mile to Winter Street, which is 
the first street on the left. The office and sales yard is about 1% mile down Winter Street on the right. 
From the Boston-Worcester Turnpike (Route 9) take Weston Road toward Weston at Wellesley 
Fells for 2.7 miles to Route 30. Take left on Route 30, .7 mile to Winter Street, which is the first 
street on the left. The office is about 1% mile down Winter Street on the right. 
In Hopkinton our office is located on Frankland Street just off Route 135. Part of the nurseries 
are on Route 135 on the right-hand side as you drive from Ashland toward Hopkinton. Signs will 
direct you up the hill to the sales grounds on the right. 


Note: We are closed to business 12 to 12:45 p.m. daily for luncheon.

ieee S are best grown in good loam with plenty of 
organic matter such as peat moss, well-rotted manure or compost 
worked into the soil to hold moisture and to encourage a healthy 
root action. They respond to fertilization. Well-rotted manure and 
dried manures are excellent. Castor Pomace, Bone Meal and other 
organic fertilizers are all excellent and long-lasting. Chemical 
fertilizers, such as 5-8-7, may be used to give quick action, apply- 
ing about a handful for each plant, provided they are established 
for about a year and watered sufficiently. 


When evergreens are used in a restricted area, such as in founda- 
tion plantings, they normally require an annual pruning to prevent 
overgrowth and to give character to the planting. This pruning 
is best done during spring or early in the summer to allow time for 
additional growth to cover any possible unsightliness of the cuts. 
Hedge shears usually create a formal effect while hand shears or 
a knife are used if one wishes to prune for a more natural effect.

Soils for broad-leaved evergreens should be rich in organic matter 
and leaf-mold. Compost, peat moss, and well-rotted manure 
worked into the soil are beneficial. The broad-leaved evergreens are 
acid-loving plants and respond favorably to woods soil, where no 
lime has been used, as in cultivated fields. 

Organic fertilizers are best for the broad-leaved evergreens. 
Castor Pomace is excellent. Fertilizer should be applied in early 
spring, if possible, although it is safe to fertilize until July. Fertiliz- 
ing too late may make the plants grow too late in the season, and 
cause winter injury. Proper watering is essential.
